THE UNIFORM PRIMARY; 
ITS IMPERFECTIONS. 


The Uniform Primary is more uni- 


form than successful. 
H provides tor 


an expression of the \vlll of the people 
ia the matter of making nominations, 
but in practise it seems to invite the 
grossest frauds, chiefly in offering no 
effectual ?jardcr to the participation 
of the minority voters in the primary 
of the majority parly :ind thus defeat- 
Ing the chief object of the act. 


"Under the law, the voter is entitled 


to receive the bal'.ot of the political 
party he asks for unless he ia chal- 
lenged. Ho may 
bo notoriously a 


member of the opposite political faith, 
but it is not the province of the elec- 
tion offlcers to challenge 
hib 
claim. 


Such challenge must necessarily come 
from it watcher or worker. 
It ia a 


very uncertain measure of protection 
at host, aud often there ib no chul- 
longer and 
no 
pi election whatevei. 


' Even when the venal voter is chai- 
Ieu;4Od, ho has only to swear that he 
voted for the majority of the 
candi- 


dates of the party for whose ballot ho 
asks at the last general election; and 
he is comparatively safe from detec- 
tion In so doine;, for the roasou that it 
Tvould be like .'mcllng u needle in a liay- 
stack to produce the evidence to con- 
vict htm of perjury. 


Or, he may ask for the ballot of his 


party and have the ballot of the other 
party in his pocket all ready marked, 
change Hie ballots in the booth and 
slip the substituted ballot in the ballot 
box. 
It Is alleged 
that this was 


freely clone In Connellbville last Sat- 
urday. This may account for the pau- 
city of Democratic votes In the re- 
turns. 


Under the old method 
of 
holding 


party primaries, there were 
many 


frauds committed, no doubt; but Dem- 
ocrats didn't vote at Republican pri- 
maries, nor vice versa 
They did not 


presume to try. 
Party 
spirit 
would 


have prevented them, no mi'ttcr how 
thry mi^nt have voted. 


H Is susKestcti that personal regis- 


tration would go far Inward redeeming 
tho Unit'urni Primary trom the objoc- 
tlous urged above, and so It would. It 
would in a Lucre degree eliminate the 
pnrchat-aWt! voto and place the nomi- 
nal ion as well as the election in the 
hands of the intelligent voters, a con- 
summation devouily to ho wished, but 
It would not deliver the party trom im- 
postors, nor prevent the butting in of 
the bought. J'ersonal registration that 
compelled the voter to declare ihe 
party he stijiponed at the last general 
election wouM 
prevent such frauds, 


but that would be a denl.il of the right 
oi the secret ballot. We believe some 


such proposition was made in tho last 
Legislature, but defeated on tho score 
mentioned. 


Another evil of the primary law that 


•oughc to be eliminated if possible is 
the right of "assistance," which is 
employed principally to ci:aulo 
the 


ward "workers to cheek up Lho pur- 
chased suffrages, 
Assistance In mark- 


ing a ballot should be allowed only 
to those who are physically incapaci- 
tated from doing HO either by blindness 
or otherwise. 
Ignorance is- no excuse 


for crime, mid it shouldn't be for thr 
proper marking of a ballot. Tho mun 
who is too iinlettorcd or iprnoiant to 
mark his own ticket is seldom 
fit 


person to entrust with tho right' of 
suffrage. 
The counh-y will be better 


governed without his assistance 
in 


selecting Its administrators. Tha law 
of assistance should 
bo strict 
and 


strictly construed. 


Eternal tinkering with the election 


laws
